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Forand Bill Will be Voted on 
During the Next Session of Congress 


The Forand Bill will provide all social security recipients, all those eligible 
but not receiving benefits, dependents of persons eligible for retirement benefits 
and certain survivors of beneficiaries, free hospitalization for 60 days a year 
plus 60 days of home nursing—a total of 120 days in any 12-month period. 
Covered are all hospital services plus surgery and outpatient services. 

Funds will come from an increase in OASI tax on both employer and em- 
ployee of 1% of one per cent, a reduction from the original proposal of % per 
cent. It is a well-known fact that this would not produce the necessary revenue 
and that once under way an increase would be necessary. 

It is estimated that some 12,000,000 to 16,000,000 persons would be affected 
at a cost estimated to reach $2 billion by 1969 and a payroll tax of 434 per 
cent to both employer and employee, a total tax of 9/2 per cent of the employee’s . 
wages. In our case of self-employment it would mean a tax of some 74% per 
cent of the first $4,800.00 of earnings, or a tax of $342.00 annually. 

This is socialized medicine and dentistry by the back door, beside being 
prohibitively expensive. Below are a few of the dangers to a free profession: 

Abridges free choice of physician or dentist; 

Interposes a third party into doctor-patient relations; 

Shifts responsibility of the care of the sick and aged © 

from the family and local agencies to the Federal government; 
Inability to pay is not a condition of participation; 

Will reduce the quality of care; 

Program is not needed.

Centennial Highlights 


The centennial session of the American Dental Association in New York 
was colossal by even Hollywood standards. The attendance was a whopping 
35,200 which in itself justifies the colossal designation. This is a figure far 
beyond any attendance to date. Of this number there were 17,007 A.D.A. 
members and 2,405 foreign dentists, making a total of 19,412 dentists in 
attendance. 

The scientific sessions were equally stupendous in their scope as can be said 
of every other facet of the meeting. The social events were complete sellouts 
and presented on an extremely grand scale. The House of Delegates also had 
very busy and memorable sessions with the awarding of a large number of 
Honorary memberships to foreign and domestic leaders in dentistry. 

Dr. Paul H. Jeserich was elevated to the presidency and Dr. Charles H. Patton 
was chosen President-elect, Dr. William Fennelly was elected 1st Vice-presi- 
dent; Dr. Gordon L. Teall, 2nd Vice-president; Dr. Ray Hart, 3rd Vice- 
president and Dr. Jerry Timmons was re-elected to his 5th straight term as 
Speaker. Also re-elected by the Board of Trustees were Dr. Harold Hillenbrand, 
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Secretary; Dr. H. B. Washburn, Treasurer and Dr. Lon Morrey, Editor. Dr. 
Robert Wells was re-elected Trustee of ‘the 8th District (Illinois) for another 
three-year term. vi 

Also approved or re-affirmed by the House were several policies affecting 
military dependents’ care, delegating to the Council on Education the specific 
responsibility for recommending special areas of practice, and that the term 
Specialist denote full time or exclusive practice. 

It was recommended that the Council on Hospital Dental Service continue 
its efforts to secure a seat on the Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hos- 
pitals. It was resolved that efforts of untrained and unqualified persons to gain 
a limited or an unqualified right to serve the public directly in the field of 
dental practice be opposed as detrimental to the health, safety and welfare 
of the public. It was approved that the rules of the A.D.A. Relief Fund be 
amended for three years as recommended by the Relief Council—that a bonus 
of one-fourth of the total contributed by each state society in the previous 
year will now be refunded to that state society provided that it has met its 
goal or quota that year and will have sae age more than the one-half refunded 
under the equal-sharing basis (under the regular division, fifty per cent of its 
total contribution is refunded to the state society). It was further recommended 
that the relief grants be paid by the constituent societies. It was also suggested 
that we increase our support of the Science Fairs. 

An item which will affect every member was the overwhelming approval 
by the House of Delegates of a $10.00 increase in dues, making the yearly 
A.D.A. dues $30.00. The vote was 375 to 35 for approval. This will enable the > 
Association to carry on its expanded program and put away the balance in the 
surplus fund which has not been added to since 1954.
